A LEADIN6 farmer of Wood- 
ford county who has been a 
farmer all his life and culti- 
vates 500 acres of land, has 
arranged to quit farming 
March I, and gives us his 
reason the increasing diffiul- 
ly — almost impossibility — of 
employing labor to cultivate 
his crops. This is a problem 
which is daily beconiingof more 
serious concern to nearly all 
the farmers of this section. 
In Woodford, as elsewhere, 
farm work consists almosten- 
tirely of negroes. In the past 
year scores of the most effi- 
cient colored farm hands have 
migrated to the Virginias and 
Tennessee to work in coal 
mines and on railroad con- 
structions, while others have 
gone to Indianapolis, the so- 
called "Negro's Heaven." Of 
the negroes left, a very con- 
siderable number prefer alife 
of ease and comparative idle- 
ness in town, however scant 
the living, to work in the 
country and dec line to engage 
in the latter. As a result of 
these conditions the farmers 
re up against a pretty diffi- 
ult question.
